OCTOBER  and  NOVEMBER  are  ideal  months  for 
planting  many  kinds  of  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  and  hardy 
plants. 

After  the  frosts  of  early  October,  the  sap  stops  flowing 
and  the  plants  are  dormant.  They  can  be  safely  transplanted 
in  this  condition  without  danger  of  flagging  and  will  com¬ 
mence  growing  earlier  next  spring  than  similar  plants  set  out 
then. 

The  autumn  days  are  pleasurable  to  work  in,  the  weather 
is  less  changeable  and  freaky  than  in  spring;  and,  as  a  rule, 
the  ground  is  warm  and  mellow,  not  cold  and  wet  as  so  often 
it  is  in  April. 

Deciduous  trees,  shrubs,  and  vines  can  be  safely  planted  as 
long  as  the  ground  is  open.  In  Maine  the  sod  usually  freezes 
in  early  November;  in  Massachusetts  about  the  10th  of 
December;  and  in  Pennsylvania  and  states  further  south, 
not  until  considerably  later  in  the  month,  as  a  general  rule. 
This  permits  planting  in  the  Northeastern  States  through¬ 
out  October  and  November.
